S. depart­ 
ment of agriculture is mapping 
out a system of highways which 
are printed twice yearly 011 maps

It is proposed to give federal aid 
to these highways, and in fact an 
appropriation is 
already 
made, 
though not available. 
A highway is mapped out from 
Puget Sound to the Gulf Coast, 
via Colorado.

Another such 
highway is already in operation 
from St. Louis to the Gulf Coast 
1 via Ft. Worth and San Antonio. 
These are great auto highways and 
are in constant use.
